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Perils of the protest 
vote being delivered 
at wrong election 


WHATEVER your political allegiance, 
when the local or European elections 
come around, more often than not, 
we consider flexing our electoral 
muscle and deploying what is 
commonly known as the protest vote. 

There is much talk of giving our 
normal party of choice ‘a bloody 
nose’ or a ‘wake-up call’, as if only a 
general election means something. 

Yet it is a dangerous game to play. 
After all, if you care about the 
community you live in, when it 
comes to local council elections, you 
should want to place it into the 
hands of a party and individu¬ 
als you can put your trust in. 

Putting your cross next to a 
minority party as a ‘gesture’ 
is one which will continue to 
be felt for years to come - 
especially if enough people 
take similiar steps and thus 
skew the result. 

And that same 
thought process 
applies to the 
European

works. A protest vote here, we think, 
will have little impact.

The most likely recipient of that 
protest vote would appear to be Ukip, 
a party which fails to disguise its 
disapproval for our part of the union. 

But Ukip could win every seat in 
the UK and it wouldn’t bring about 
our withdrawal from Europe. That is 
a choice for Westminster. Where it 
has not one representative. 

All of which should make 
everyone think long and hard 
about when to make their 
‘protest’ vote and how to 
make it when it will have, 
potentially, the biggest 
impact. And that may be this 
time next year. 

Whatever, the Euro 
poll will provide 
some fascinating 
results. Just don’t 
forget to vote.

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Farage to stand in county 
for 2015, says party chief

UKIP has all but confirmed Nigel 
Farage is to stand in Kent at the 
next general election. 

The maverick party leader, who 
is standing for re-election as an 
MEP for the south east on Thurs¬ 
day, told Kent on Sunday: “I expect 
I will stand.” 

He added: “I am 11 days away 
from the European elections -1 
will make my mind up after that.” 

But according to Ukip’s leader on 
Kent County Council, the plan has 
always been for the 50-year-old 
former stockbroker to stand in the 
county where he grew up and still 
lives. 

Roger Latchford said: “He has 
always made it clear that being a 
Kent boy, he would stand in Kent,” 

“But we must all be patient and 
wait until after Thursday.” 

He said he had no idea where in 
Kent Mr Farage, who lives in 
Westerham, would choose to stand 
- but that the party definitely 
considered his election to West¬ 
minster a realistic prospect. 

Cllr Latchford said: “We will very 
possibly field a number of candi¬ 
dates in Kent. 


“Like the European elections, we 
will take the General Election 
extremely seriously. As far as we 
are concerned, the campaign will 
start the week after the European 
elections. We will be looking for 
candidates and getting our 
manifesto together. 

“Our aim is not just to win a 
seat, but as many seats as we can. 
We are not only taking votes from 
the Tories, we are taking them 
from Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats too. 


“How many candidates we will 
put up is still to be decided but we 
will put quality before quantity.” 

It is widely believed that, 
although Mr Farage lives in west 
Kent, he will stand in a seat in the 
east of the county where support 
for Ukip is strong. 

The two most likely constituen¬ 
cies are Thanet South and 
Folkestone and Hythe, where Ukip 
proved popular at the county 
council elections. Shepway has 
four Ukip county councillors out of 


six, and Thanet seven out of eight. 

Both seats are held by the 
Conservatives right now - Damian 
Collins has a 10,122 majority in 
Folkestone and Hythe, while Laura 
Sandys has a 7,617 majority in 
Thanet South. However, Mrs 
Sandys is not standing at next 
year’s general election. 

If he was elected as an MP, Mr 
Farage would not be able to 
continue as an MEP.

Nervous wait as tests 
for contamination are 
carried out on estate 


FAMILIES on a Paddock Wood 
housing estate have been told their 
children can play in their gardens 
while a soil contamination investiga¬ 
tion gets under way. 

Over 260 homes were built 20 
years ago over the site of an old 
factory that made garden sheds and 
greenhouses. 

New legislation changes mean all 
UK councils have to look again at old 
planning permissions to ensure the 
land properties were built on, meets 
new up-to-date requirements. 

Tunbridge Wells council officials 
have spent “plenty of desk time” 
doing just that, but the site at 
Paddock Wood stood out. 

The decision was taken to check 
the soil once more for possible 
contaminants, including asbestos 
and creosote type chemicals 
associated with the commercial 
construction of wooden buildings 
and their treatments. 

Letters were sent to all of the 
homes in a catchment area that 
takes in The Ridings, Dimmock 


Close and Le Temple Road. 

Two drop-in information sessions 
have also been held in the area, and 
a council source told us families were 
not angry, but somewhat frustrated 
their homes have been tarnished by 
the investigation. 

However, it remains unclear who 
would then be liable for making the 
ground safe if contaminants were 
found. 

Gary Stevenson, head of environ¬ 
ment and street scene at the 
authority, said: “We have contacted 
residents who live within the area of 
the former Hall’s site in Paddock 
Wood because we need to investigate 
this land in light of the fact that it 
was once used for the manufacture 
of timber sheds and greenhouses, 
which involved timber treatment. 

“From our investigations it has not 
been possible to confirm that the site 
was cleared of waste materials before 
the houses were built so we now need 
to take samples of the soil to provide 
reassurance to the residents. We will 
continue to keep them informed.” 


Hundreds set to gather for 
hospice closure meeting 


A SERIES of public meetings are to 
take place to discuss the decision 
last week by the Pilgrims Hospice 
to close its site in Canterbury. 

As we reported last week, it made 
the decision as part of a wider 
overview of changes to its range of 
services - and a switch in some 
areas to boosting its in-home care. 
The Canterbury site will continue 
until 2016. 

The first meeting will be at the 


Canterbury Academy on Friday 
May 30, at 7pm. It will be in the 
school’s main hall, which is 
expected to be filled to its 500 
capacity. If demand is high, an 
additional date will be added. 

Medical director Dr Claire Butler 
said:' ‘We want to fully and directly 
discuss our plans with the 
community.”

Mixed fortunes for our 
airports as Lydd takes off 
and Manston crash lands

EFFORTS by campaigners to block 
ambitious expansion plans at Lydd 
Airport have been thrown out by the 
High Court. 

The ruling, handed down on Fri¬ 
day morning, means that work on a 
£25 million scheme which would 
see the runway extended and facili¬ 
ties created to handle a huge boom 
in traffic, can now get under way. 

Owners of the airport on the Rom¬ 
ney Marsh hope to provide for up to 
500,000 passengers a year. 

But the Lydd Airport Action Group 
and the RSPB attempted to block the 
move and lodged a legal challenge 
following the initial go-ahead issued 
last year. 

The High Court, however, said 
there were no grounds to withdraw 
permission. 

Lydd Airport executive manager 
Hani Mutlaq said: “The judge has 
confirmed what we all knew; there 
was no legal basis for an appeal

against the Government’s decision 
to back our exciting plans for the re¬ 
development of Lydd Airport. 

“With this distraction behind us 
we can press ahead with delivering a 
project which will help regenerate 


this part of Kent, create jobs and 
bring hope to families throughout 
the area. 

“The airport is now nearing com¬ 
pletion of a number of pre-com¬ 
mencement conditions required to 
enable planning permission for 
the runway extension to be 
implemented. 

“We hope to invite contractors to 
tender for the runway construction 
project in late summer and antici¬ 
pate that work will begin before the 
end of the year.” 

It was not such good news this 
week for Manston Airport however. 

After a desperate fight to keep it 
alive, and repeated bids by a US in¬ 
vestment firm, the airport closed, as 
planned, on Thursday evening. It 
spelt the end for nearly 150 staff 
which work there. 

Owner Ann Gloag rejected a bid 
which met her £7m asking price just 
an hour before staff left the site for 
the final time - a decision which 
prompted anger from local politi¬ 
cians and unions. For full reaction to 
its closure, turn to page 9.

Fleming’s 007 
inspiration is 
up for sale 

THE original Aston Martin which 
inspired James Bond author Ian Fleming 
when writing classic 007 book Goldfin- 
ger, is set to be sold under the auction¬ 
eer’s hammer. 

The Aston Martin DB 2/4 Mkl was 
discovered in a Kent barn and could sell 
for as high as £250,000. 

It used to be a regular visitor to a 
house in St Margaret’s Bay near Mr 
Fleming’s home. 

It had been fitted with a host of special 
features, including reinforced steel 
bumpers and facilities for a homing 
device. 

It had been owned by Philip Ingram 
Cunliffe-Lister DSO, whose father was 
Lord Swinton, a close confidant of 
Winston Churchill and head of MI5 and 
the security executive during the 
Second World War. 

It was bought by a father and son 
team from Walmer who only realised 
what they had acquired after buying it 
as part of a restoration project. 

Chris Routledge, managing partner of 
the auction house, said: “The vehicle 
was regularly at Fleming’s direct 
next-door neighbour the same house 
which also inspired Drax’s residence in 
the novel Moonraker.” 

It will be auctioned at Blenheim 
Palace on July 12. 


Medway elects its

MEDWAY Council’s new mayor took over the 
chains of office during the council’s annual 
meeting on Wednesday night. 

Conservative councillor for Rainham Central, 
Barry Kemp, takes over the role from Josie lies.

Cllr Kemp, said: “I am very pleased and very 
honoured to be asked to serve as the Mayor of 
Medway. For me, an important part of being 
mayor will be the opportunity I will now have to 
raise money for my chosen charities.” 


Jail term for sexually 
abusing teenage girl 

A 51-year-old man from Tonbridge who commit¬ 
ted a series of sex offences against a teenage girl 
has been jailed for more than seven years. 

Andrew Bond, formerly of Silver Close, began 
abusing the girl in 2008. The abuse took place 
over four years, while the victim was under 16. 

He told the victim she would get the blame and 
that ‘everyone would hate her’ if she told anyone 
about the abuse. 

However, in September, 2013, she told her 
mother what had been happening and Bond 
handed himself in to police. 

While being interviewed, he said he knew what 
he was doing was wrong but didn’t know why he 
was unable to stop. 

He was sentenced to seven years and eight 
months in prison at Maidstone Crown Court after 
previously pleading guilty to a count of rape, one 
count of sexual assault of a child aged under 13 
and four counts of engaging in sexual activity with 
a child under 16. 


Prison for thug who 
attacked woman, 89 

A TEENAGER who beat and robbed pensioners in 
their own homes, breaking the base of one 
woman’s spine, has been jailed for ten-and-a-half 
years. 

Aaron Davis, 18, beat 89-year-old Jean McDou- 
gall from Hextable, near Dartford, so hard that her 
false teeth came out and her glasses were broken. 

She was left with a fracture to the base of her 
spine, a fractured nose and eye socket and other 
injuries consistent with being kicked repeatedly. 

Police linked the assault to another attack in the 
same street the month before, when Davis 
assaulted an 81-year-old woman in her own home, 
stole golf clubs from her shed and then set the 
shed on fire. 

Davis, of College Road, was caught with DNA 
linking him to the scene. 

He was jailed at Maidstone Crown Court after 
admitting three counts of grievous bodily harm 
with intent, two counts of robbery and two counts 
of burglary.

Euro elections set to be 
platform for Ukip wins 


THE National Grid will this week 
confirm just how it intends to build 
a high voltage power connection 
between Richborough and 
Canterbury. 

The Richborough Connection 
will link with the Nemo scheme, 
which sees the setting up of a 1,000 
megawatt electricity link between 
Belgium and the UK. 


Up to 70 pylons could be built 
stretching from the sub-station in 
Broad Oak Road to Richborough, 
near Sandwich, passing through 
Upstreet, Hersden, Chislet, Broad 
Oak and Sturry. 

However, it is also thought 
possible some of the cabling may 
be run underground, amid 
growing concerns over the impact

on the environment. 

Details of the route, announced 
last year following a public 
consultation, will be unveiled 
during a special presentation in 
Canterbury on Tuesday.

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Is housing on Mrs Gloag’s agenda 
after 1 lth-hour Manston bid fails? 

Despite investment firm RiverOak agreeing to pay the £7 million asking price for the Thanet airport 
amid assurances it would be sold, its owner has refused to do business and the site has been closed. 
Now concerns about the real intentions behind the scenes are growing, writes Maria Chiorando.

M anston Airport 

took its last breath on 
Thursday night - the 
tragic end to a drama 
that has raised more 
questions than answers and appears 
to have brought down the curtain on 
an historic site. 

Or, at least, so it seemed as we went 
to press. 

There remains the opportunity for 
a buyer to still secure a deal this 
weekend - but after another offer 
from an American investment firm 
that met the asking price of £7 mil¬ 
lion was rejected, it only added fuel to 
a growing fire that owner Ann Gloag 
has other plans for the site. 

Mrs Gloag, who made her name 
through creating the Stagecoach 
transport empire, spent the week 
apparently oblivious to the upset her 
decisions were taking - instead pur¬ 
suing some charity work in Africa. 

She has consistently refused to 
speak to the media about her involve¬ 
ment with Manston, while her 
spokeswoman refused to elaborate on 
what happens next to the Thanet site. 

Over recent weeks, US investor 
RiverOak has made three offers - 
thought to have started at £5m and 
risen in million-pound increments. 

It confirmed to Kent on Sunday on 
Thursday afternoon its final bid had 
been for the full £7m asking price. 

Mrs Gloag had purchased the site 
for £1 - with around £350,000 of 
debt - last October. 

She claimed deals with Ryanair 
and British Airways she expected to 
agree came to nothing, hence her 
decision of putting it on the market. 

However, now there are growing 
concerns that her motives may have 
been influenced by the potential of 
the land for developing and housing. 


There are issues connected to that, 
however. As a former MoD site, there 
are issues of contamination. 

Conservative MP Sir Roger Gale - 
who says he will support any bid 
by the union Unite to file grievance 
procedures against the owners - was 
left furious by the situation. He met 
Mrs Gloag several weeks ago and was 
assured she wanted to sell. 

He told KoS this week: “It is absurd. 
For a woman who claims to be chari¬ 
table, some great philanthropist and 


a Christian, well, putting 150 people 
out of work, you have to ask yourself 
why. 

“This is absolutely wrong and I have 
every intention of raising it in much 
greater depth at government level.”

gards to the bidding process. We 
knew there were people trying to get 
bids in, and they can’t contact Man¬ 
ston Skyport. 

“We will be seeking legal advice.” 

Charles Buchanan, chief executive 
of the airport and in charge of its day- 
to-day running since it was in the 
hands of former owner Infratil, re¬ 
fused to comment to KoS as he left the 
airport on Thursday. 

Thanet District Council’s new lead¬ 
er (see story below) Iris Johnston said:

‘Toxic’ council has new head after leader’s shock resignation

THANET District Council elected 
Labour’s Iris Johnston as its new 
leader on Thursday night, following 
the dramatic resignation earlier in 
the week of Clive Hart. 

He stepped down amid claims of 
rebellion in the ranks and fury over 
the actions of some fellow councillors. 

Labour has only a wafer-thin 
advantage over the Conservative 
Party locally, with Cllr Johnston 
beating Tory leader Bob Bayford by 
just two votes. 

Lollowing her victory, Cllr Johnston 
told KoS: “I am very pleased we have 
been able to move forward. I’m very 
thankful to Clive Hart for all his help 
in the past week and I will be relying 
on his experience as leader.” 


Cllr Hart stepped down on 
Monday. He wrote a protracted and 
emotional post on Lacebook, 
outlining his decision to resign. 

He highlighted constant attacks 
by former Labour councillor, now 
Green Party representative, Ian 
Driver as one of the reasons behind 
his decision. 

He said: “Lor the past two-and-a 
half-years years I have succeeded 
in holding together a council 
consistently under siege from within 
due to Cllr Driver’s persistently 
negative and disruptive actions.” 

He went on to accuse Cllr Driver of 
wasting council time with complaints 
and freedom of information requests, 
secretly filming his colleagues and 


publishing sensitive material on the 
internet. 

He said he could not continue to 
take responsibility for a council that 
contained such “toxic behaviour”, 
adding: “I therefore regretfully 
resign as the leader of Thanet 
District Council”. 

Cllr Driver has been particularly 
vocal about Cllr Hart’s style of 
leadership, both during and after 
his stint as council leader, frequently 
accusing him of being “very frugal 
with information”. 

Cllr Johnston said: “Clive’s 
resignation was not a surprise. He 
resigned because he had been under 
a tremendous amount of pressure. 

“It was a shame. I was very sorry 


he decided to step down because we 
had one more year to run of his 
leadership. I knew he was under 
some stress.” 

In a further disruption to the 
cabinet, following the vote, deputy 
leader Alan Poole also quit, following 
the resignation of Michelle Tenner 
and Kim Gibson. 

All three members not only 
stepped down from the cabinet 
but also resigned from the Labour 
Party to stand as independent 
representatives. 

Cllr Johnston said: “They are 
exceptionally hard-working people 
and I know they are working toward 
the greater good of Thanet, whatever 
party they stand for.”

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Rise and rise of the beach hut has 
hundreds of us plotting our move 


To some they are 
simply a ‘shed 
with a view’, but 
these days huts 
by the county’s 
beaches are much 
in demand. In fact 
they are helping 
bring much- 
needed tourism 
into our seaside 
towns, as Chris 
Murphy reports 


E ARLIER this month, Can¬ 
terbury City Council mailed 
out details to those who had 
expressed an interest details 
of how to buy a number of 
new beach huts. 

Along with more than 630 other 
privately-owned huts on council 
land, the often brightly-coloured 
buildings have become a popular site 
on the seafront. 

From Whitstable to Herne Bay, they 
parade serenely along the seafront, 
contrasting with the shingle beach 
and murk of the estuary waters. 

And they command a quite re¬ 
markable price. 

For what is, some will say, simply a 
glorified ‘shed with a view’, the cost to 
acquire one of these sites will be 
£22,950. And that is assuming you 
are fast enough out of the blocks to 
get one. Demand is set to be high. 

What’s more, if you don’t live in the 
district, you’ll be paying £579 in 
rental charges this year for it, too. 

The beach hut you’ll own at the end 
will be several rows from the front on 
the picturesque Tankerton Slopes, 
have no running water or electricity, 
and you won’t be able to sleep in them 
either. 

Don’t think that heading to the 
second-hand market will see you 
emerge with much change, either. 

To buy one on second-hand - and 
potentially fractionally closer to the 


beach-will set you back £25,000. To 
nab one in the front row, you’ll need 
£35,000 burning a hole in your back 
pocket. 

David Cope is from beachhut- 
s4hire.com, one of the main hubs for 
the buying and selling of beach huts. 
He told us: “The cost of owning one is 
much the same as measuring the 
length of a piece of string. 

“There are some in Southwold that 
go for £100,000-plus. It is a case of 
supply and demand - in areas where 
there are lots, it is cheaper. 

“Some families keep their beach 
huts for generations and they very 
rarely come on the market, but in 
some areas they are always available. 

“After buying your hut, you own 
just the building and have to pay a 
sort of annual ground rent, of around 
£400, to the local councils that usu¬ 
ally retain ownership of that ground. 
Insurance to cover damage, storms, 
theft and vandalism will cost around 
£100 a year, but again this will vary 
depending on what is kept inside. 

“We are keen to get share schemes 
up and running where owners can 
rent their huts out to offset some of 
those costs. Some councils allow this 
and some don’t - prospective and ex¬ 
isting owners need to check with 
their local authority to ensure they 
understand all the rules. 

“Rentals in Kent run to a couple of 
hundred pounds a week and it’s a 


good way to see if you really enjoy the 
lifestyle. 

“It is all terribly British to sit on 
your deckchair outside your beach 
hut with wonderful views and quietly 
watch the world go by. 

“Some people kit out their huts 
with seating and have a small stove to 
cook up some lunch and perhaps a 
portable sink to do the washing-up.” 

He said people living in big cities 
like London were now heading for 
beaches in Kent and elsewhere in ever 
greater numbers, and interested in 
taking on a beach hut of their own. 

He said: “It’s just like the housing 
market. This once more can drive up 
prices. It is again all about supply and 
demand-if lots of people are showing 
an interest in a particular area, own¬ 
ers will edge their prices up.” 

And while Whitstable may be one 
of the more in-demand locations, it is 
far from alone. 

T he appetite for beach huts is 
booming. Which is remarka¬ 
ble for what started out in the 
19th century as a way that 
shy ladies could venture into the sea 
without walking around in front of 
other people. 

It’s a far cry, too, from those early 
days when a hut could be rented for 
the princely sum of £12 a year, 
Further along the coast, Thanet 
has long since embraced the lure of 


the beach hut. Your Leisure, the com¬ 
pany that runs a host of council- 
owned properties, oversees some 600 
plots that can be rented out to allow a 
hut to be placed and a similar number 
of plots that come with a hut pre¬ 
assembled. 

Steve Davis is its managing director. 

He said: “Ours are either six feet by 
six feet or eight by eight. 

“We hire them weekly to help the 
holiday season and we have some 
people who want one on the bay for 
the whole year.” 

While the country may be stuck in 
an era of austerity, the demand con¬ 
tinues to buck the trend and rise. 

Mr Davis added: “Seasonal and an¬ 
nual, there is nothing available, they 
are all booked for next year. We have 
waiting lists that are quite large. 

“We have got about 400-500 peo¬ 
ple on our waiting lists. Three years 
ago, we checked every person to see if 
they wanted to remain on the lists 
and many of them did. 

“People are adding their names all 
the time. 

“Weekly, there is some availability, 
but only off-peak, which is like May 
and June, but if you want July and 
August there is no chance. 

“There is even a waiting list for 
these, but the August ones are like 
gold dust. 
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Demand for ‘your own little bolt 
hole’ growing since the mid-90s 


“They go up for sale at the end of 
July for the following year and people 
queue up. 

“We have a launch day every year 
and it is always very busy. We used to 
do it by email, but that used to take 
two days to go through so we had to 
change it slightly.” 

Residents can get some money off 
and make up the bulk of users. 

Mr Davis says about 60 per cent of 
its customers live on the isle, about 30 
per cent are from across the county 
and the outskirts of London and the 
rest are from “further afield”. 

He said: “I have been here doing 
this since 1999 and we had to change 
some of the weeklies into seasonals 
because there were fewer people 
wanting weeklies - there were fewer 
holiday-makers, basically.” 

The Thanet huts are equipped with 
a pair of deckchairs and a gas bottle 
with trivet so users can boil a kettle: 
some have a water tap inside and six 
in Kingsgate even have showers. 

Mr Davis said: “We like to think 
they are well stocked with what most 
people would come to expect during 
their stay. 

“I have been in discussion with the 
council to do what I call some up¬ 
graded models, and that is the way to 
go, I think.” 

He has also been looking to bolster 
the stock, but planning permission 
can be tricky, with some locals oppos¬ 
ing their development. 

Mr Davis said: “You are going to get 
people who don’t want them. A lot of 
locals don’t like people spoiling their 
beaches and promenades. 

“We think these huts are here to 
stay. Since 1999 we have expanded 
their availability by about 25 per cent 
and there are still waiting lists. 

“I would want to expand further, 
but it is always going to be difficult. 
We are concentrating on our bays 
with blue flags. 

“Going back to when I was a child 
in the 1960s, all the bays in Clifton- 
ville had many, many beach huts, but 
there are none now - they were all 
vandalised. We had a trial, but it 
didn’t work, and that was that. 

“Cliftonville used to have so many 
hotels and they would rent the huts 
for their guests to use. 

“We do have some guest houses in 
Broadstairs that do that very thing 
today.” 

Prices for a seasonal hire from mid- 
April to mid-September is £735, an¬ 
nual is £915, winter is £375 and 
weekly £62 off-peak and £93 peak. 

One of the key benefits is that it can 
lure in repeat custom. Owners will 
flock again and again, while the aes¬ 
thetic benefits will also help swell the 
number of day-trippers. 

In Swale, they’ve seen the benefits 
of the huts to other areas and are 
keen to follow in their footsteps.

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ARCHITECTURAL historian, 
author and lecturer Kathryn Ferry 
is an expert in design and seaside 
culture. 

She told us: “Demand for beach 
huts started to increase in the 
mid-90s and shows no sign of 
decreasing despite the recession. 

“People have rediscovered the 
great British seaside and beach 
huts offer a great opportunity to 
enjoy a slice of seafront property. 

“Although some new ones have 
been built, demand still outstrips 
supply, hence the high prices in 
some areas.” 

But what about the promise they 
are a good investment? 

She said: “Maybe. Prices have 
held their own, but lots of huts 
have been destroyed around the 
coast during the recent bad 
weather so they’re hardly a very 
secure investment. 

“You can’t get a mortgage for a 
beach hut, so you have to have the 
money upfront. 

“Of course, the hut itself only 
accounts for a fraction of the cost 


A spokesman for the council said: 
“A suggestion was made in 2012 to 
introduce beach huts on Sheppey. 

“This created considerable interest 
from local resident s and some of those 
residents formed the Minster Beach 
Hut Association, who now work with 
the council on the project. 

“In 2013, 10 huts were purchased 
to be used by the members of the as¬ 
sociation and a further 10 owned by 
the council were built and were made 
available for lease for the period of the 
two-year pilot programme. 


and can be replaced for much less 
than the usual asking price 
because it really is about location. 

“My own view is that you should 
buy a beach hut because you want 
to use it, not because you want it to 
make you money - it’s very sad to 
see rows of huts padlocked closed 
on a hot summer day. People 
should be enjoying them. 

“They are really great places to 
relax - your own little bolt hole 
where you can watch the world go 
by and enjoy old-fashioned 
bucket-and-spade holidays with 
the children and/or grandchildren. 

“But they are prone to storm 
damage and vandalism and usually 
have no water, electricity or 
drainage. 

“These last points mean it is a 
kind of back-to-basics existence in 
a beach hut, but for some people 
this actually constitutes a pro 
rather than a con.” 

And the best places to look in 
Kent? 

She said: “I think Whitstable has 
always been the most expensive, 


“We currently have approximately 
300 people on the waiting list. The 
project has proved to be incredibly 
popular. 

“We worked with local residents 
and Kent Police in the run-up to the 
trial period to ensure the huts were 
put in place in the most appropriate 
location. The project is part of our 
localism agenda and shows localism 
in best practice.”

but Broadstairs is popular, with 
loads of huts spread over its several 
different bays.” 

The costs and ownership rights 
differ wildly, too. She said: "There 
is usually a basic cost plus rates 
and/or lease of site. Some are 
council-owned and leased, others 
are privately-owned - quite a lot of 
variety. 

“Some huts are only available to 
local people, but again this depends 
on the place. Some councils have 
instituted a residency policy, but 
elsewhere it just depends on who is 
willing to pay what. 

“I would imagine demand from 
Londoners is quite high, particularly 
at somewhere like Whitstable and 
neighbouring Tankerton Slopes. 

“Kent is likely to be especially 
appealing to Londoners because of 
its proximity, but beach huts are 
often owned by people from further 
inland. This has always been the 
case because they offer a sort of 
home-from-home, ideal if you have 
to travel some distance but want a 
place to keep your beach stuff.”

IT’S thought today’s beach hut is a 
derivative of the old-fashioned 
wheeled bathing boxes. 

These were used by ladies who 
didn’t want to parade about on the 
beach in their swimwear in front of 
other people. 

So the huts were wheeled into 
the shallows so she could simply 
open the door, have a paddle and 
clamber back into her ‘modesty’ 
box once more and change back 
into her normal clothes. 

These early ‘vehicles’ existed as 
far back as 1862 and were seen on 
beaches not only in prudish 
England, but also France, Italy and 
as far away as Australia. 

Since then, the wheels were 
removed in the early 20th century 
and they were turned into pretty 
much what we see today. 

But back then, they were 
regarded as “holiday homes for 
the toiling classes”. 

It wasn’t until the 1930s that their 
image was once more altered and 
the likes of George V and Queen 
Mary spent the day at a beach hut 
in Sussex. 

Other notables include the 
Spencer family and Laurence 
Olivier. There was a crossover with 
fishermen using similar designs to 
store equipment. 

After the closure of all UK 
beaches during the Second World 
War, the hut enjoyed a major 
revival in the following decades, 
but its popularity drove up prices. 

What was once the preserve of 
the working class became the 
exclusive property of those with 
some cash behind them. 

Demand was so high that those 
fishermen’s huts were also 
converted in large numbers. 


don’t, and any pets taken to a hut 
much be monitored at all times. 

The Swale project was started by 
Mark Whitton, who was already a 
beach-hut fan and so set up the Min¬ 
ster association. 

He told us: “It is all going well. We 
want to set up a cafe now in the Min¬ 
ster beach area and get the place into 
the 21st century.” 

It may yet prove that beach huts can 
be a catalyst for regeneration of an 
area, as much as they are capable of 
cashing in on an area’s success.

Despite protected status, the county’s bat 
population is under threat as its habitats are 
destroyed to make way for new houses. 
Caroline Read talks to the Kent Bat Group to 
find out what can be done to help 
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T HERE may be few animals that get 
such a mixed press as the humble bat. 

In the space of a generation they 
have moved from being seen as a pest 
to be exterminated to becoming one 
of the nation’s most protected creatures. 

What’s more, perhaps like no other creature, 
they continue to hold the public’s imagination 
- courtesy of the imagery used in superhero 
Batman movies and comics and Bram Stoker’s 
classic bloodthirsty creation Dracula. 

But today they face a struggle that even 
Gotham’s crime-fighter or the famous Transyl¬ 
vanian count might struggle to combat - 
declining numbers caused, say experts, by the 
county’s relentless house-building. 

For members of the Kent Bat Group, as the 
days get longer and the nights warmer, so they 
find themselves at the busiest time of the season. 

Tasked with responsibility for protecting the 
precious bats left in our county, the group does 
the lion’s share of its work over the late spring 
and summer. 

While the bats are awake, feeding and breed¬ 
ing, the Kent Bat Group is there to make sure 
they are safe. 

Bats are some of the most protected creatures 
in the country, with legislation meaning it is an 
offence for anyone to intentionally kill, injure or 
even handle a bat - whether alive or dead. 

It is also against the law to disturb a roosting 
bat, to sell or offer a bat for sale and to damage 
or obstruct access to any place used by bats as 
shelter - whether they are present at the time or 
not. 

When it comes to bats, the law is firmly on 
their side. 

Established in 1983, two years after bats were 
given legal protection, the volunteers of the 
Kent Bat Group have made it their mission to do 
all they can for their flying friends. 

One of the counties facing the most pressure 
to build houses for our expanding population, 
Kent is also one of the counties where bat num¬ 
bers have declined most over the past few dec¬ 
ades. The two things, says Shirley Thompson of 
Kent Bat Group, are clearly linked. 

“Loss of habitat is the biggest threat facing 
bats these days,” she says. 

“They need a lot of food, so they need a mas¬ 
sive number of insects. Therefore, wherever 
there is development and new roads you’re los¬ 
ing the trees and plants that feed the insects. 

“Also, they need lots of different places to 
roost. In the winter they want a cold place to 
hibernate and in the summer they want warm 
places to have their babies. 

“They’re getting fewer and fewer options.” 
Mrs Thompson has been involved with the 
group since it was formed and is now one of the 
county’s leading authorities on bats. 

“I’ve always been interested in natural histo¬ 
ry and way back in 1981 bats were first protect¬ 
ed by the Wildlife and Countryside Act,” she 
says. “This was an overnight switch from them 
being seen as pests to being one of the most 
heavily protected mammals. 

“It was quite a difficult time, because how do 
you get this sudden switch over to the public? 
And to the pest-control officers who had been 
killing them. It was a massive change. 

“There was a national drive to recruit volun¬ 
teers and I went to a talk encouraging people to 
set up bat groups and to get people licensed in 
order to give advice to people about bats in their 
area. 

“That was 1983 and I asked my husband if we 
should leave our names and contact details. He

wasn’t keen to get involved but, of course, 30 
years later, here we are.” 

The kind of advice Mrs Thompson regularly 
gives is what to do if you find bats in your loft. 

With so many strict laws about what you can 
and can’t do with them, it’s always safest to get 
an expert opinion. 

Most enquiries go straight to the Bat Conser¬ 
vation Trust in London, which holds a list of 
contacts for all local groups and can pass callers 
on to someone in their area. 

Mrs Thompson explains: “I had a call from 
someone this week who was having solar pan¬ 
els put in and all of a sudden the contractors had 
a couple of bats flying around the loft and fortu¬ 
nately they realised that what they had to do 
was to stop work and get in touch. 

“Thirty years after the law changed, there are 
still some builders who don’t understand what 
they should do, but most know these days.” 

The Kent Bat Group has more than 200 mem¬ 
bers, but not all of them are active. 

Of these about 20 are licensed members who 
are trained to work on behalf of Natural England 
- the public body responsible for protecting 
England’s environment. Others take part in bat- 
spotting walks and surveys, while some just 
receive the newsletter and take an interest. 

“Every member is important because we’re 
trying to get the message out all the time. That 
for me is still the most important thing that we 
do - we raise awareness about bats across the 
board.” 

With bats, though, nothing is simple. Four¬ 
teen of Britain’s resident 18 bat species have 
been recorded in Kent, but that is not quite as 
cut and dry as it seems. Some have been visitors 
from other areas and some have only been spot¬ 
ted once or twice. 

To complicate the issue, the number of species 
seems to change quite regularly. 

When the group started out, a pipistrelle bat 
was just a pipistrelle bat, but in recent years that 
species has been split into two by scientists. 

There’s now a soprano pipistrelle as well. The 
only way to tell them apart is to listen to their 
high-frequency calls with a bat-detector. 

There is also a survey going on at the moment 
to establish how many Nathusius’s pipistrelle 
bats, previously thought to only live in main¬ 
land Europe, we have in the country. 

In Kent, as elsewhere, the pipistrelle is our 
most abundant species by far. They can usually 
be seen hunting for insects in gardens and along 
hedgerows just after sunset, flying with rapid 
twists and turns. 

In summer, pipistrelles sometimes roost 
behind hanging tiles or barge boards on the 
outside of houses. 

The brown long-eared bat is widespread in 
Kent but seen less often than the pipistrelles. It 
usually lives in or near woodland and hunts 
near trees and hedgerows, sometimes flying 
slowly or hovering to take insects from leaves or 
grass. These bats prefer to roost in old houses 
with high timbered lofts, emerging after dark. 

B echstein’s bat, one of the UK’s rarest 
mammals, was first found in Kent, hi¬ 
bernating, in 2001. A lactating female 
was recorded in 2010, proving this spe¬ 
cies is breeding somewhere in the county. 

But finding out where is next to impossible. 
You can hardly catch a glimpse a fast-flying bat, 
let alone track it. 

“It’s true - they’re really difficult to study,” 
says Mrs Thompson. 

“Which is one of the things that make them so 
interesting. The Bat Conservation Trust has 
been running a monitoring scheme for several 
years now. Local bat groups take part in that 
and for different species we have different ways 
of checking them - because they all behave so 
differently. 

“Pipistrelles, for instance, we actually count 
as they emerge from their maternity roosts in 
the summer. And we know we don’t get them 
all, but we count on two dates in June at the 
same roosts, and that gives us a good idea. 

“After a few years of monitoring them, you 
can find a trend and it does seem some species

are stabilising. But this is a national 
figure and I know darn well that the 
South East is not doing as well as 
some other areas.” 

The most important hibernation 
site known in Kent are the caves at 
Hosey Common near Westerham, 
where five species of bat regularly hi¬ 
bernate over the winter. 

Man-made caves that were part of 
an old mine, the site is managed as a 
bat reserve by the Kent Wildlife Trust 
and Kent Bat Group. All four entranc¬ 
es have been grilled to reduce distur¬ 
bance to hibernating bats. 

“Way back in the 1960s, batty peo¬ 
ple were checking them out there,” 
says Mrs Thompson. 

“It’s probably our biggest hiberna¬ 
tion site in the county. This is now 
included in the national monitoring 
programme, but the mines are only 
checked three times a year, over the 
winter, because we don’t want to 
disturb them. 

“We’re very short of hibernation 
caves in this county because we don’t 
have many natural caves. 

“In Kent, the bats have to make do 
with places like these disused mines 
or railway tunnels.” 

But this year the surveys have re¬ 
vealed smaller numbers of bats hiber¬ 
nating in the Westerham mines and 
Mrs Thompson puts that down to the 
warmer winter. 

“It’s true of all hibernation sites 
this year, actually. We don’t know if 
they’ve found somewhere else to hi¬ 
bernate, somewhere that’s easier for 
them to pop out and feed occasional¬ 
ly. We just don’t know with bats. 

“My feeling is it’s because it was so 
warm, maybe they didn’t need to.” 


F or a creature long vilified by 
horror movies, our native bats 
are surprisingly sensitive crea¬ 
tures and their numbers reflect 
the tiniest changes in habitat and cli¬ 
mate change. 

Once misunderstood and persecut¬ 
ed, there are now plenty of groups to 


ensure the little animals don’t vanish. 

Joe Nunez-Mino, of the Bat Conser¬ 
vation Trust, says: “Bats play a vital 
role in our environment as highly ef¬ 
fective insect-hunters. Despite this, 
bat populations have suffered severe 
declines during the last century, 
mainly due to habitat destruction. 


O In summer: 

Female bats gather in 
maternity colonies in 
early summer. After giving birth 
in June or early July they suckle 
their single young for several 
weeks. At this time some may 
roost in houses, but they do not 
build nests or cause any damage. 
They normally leave in late 
summer, when the young can fly 
and hunt for food. 


In winter: 

a All British bats eat insects. 
As these are scarce in 
winter, bats seek somewhere cool 
and undisturbed to hibernate. In 
Kent they have been found using 
places like chalk caves or 
deneholes, ice houses and 
disused buildings. Although 
small numbers hang free, they 
usually squeeze into cracks and 
crevices. Kent Bat Group has 
been involved in protection and 
improvement of a number of such 
sites. 


To the bat box! 

Simple to construct yourself with 


the plans at www.kentbatgroup. 
org.uk, it is low-maintenance and 
self-cleaning and encourages 
bats to roost near your home. 

Fit it with brackets or wires as 
high as possible either in a tree in 
your garden or on a high wall. 

It needs to be in sheltered spot, 
out of direct wind, and exposed 
to the sun for part of the day. 

A clear line of flight to and from 
the box is also important.

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The European Union: Is now 
the time for us to withdraw?

Q. Why do you believe Britain 
should stay in the EU? 

First, because of the trade advantages 
that the EU offers. 

Fifty per cent of our foreign direct 
investment comes from EU countries, 
and 40 per cent of our exports go 
there. Those exports generate about 
four million jobs in the UK. The eco¬ 
nomic benefits are enormous. 

Being part of the biggest market in 
the world gives us much more 
influence - outside the EU we 
wouldn’t be able to trade so much. 

The US has said that as part of the 
EU Britain is a much more valuable 
partner and ally; and developing econ¬ 
omies also have more reason to en¬ 
gage with us if we are part of the EU. 


But also, the values the EU repre¬ 
sents - human rights, free trade, re¬ 
spect for the rule of law - those are all 
things Britain stands for and has 
fought for. 

Q. Bit expensive, though, isn’t it? 

The UK paid £8.9 billion into the EU 
budget in 2010/11 but it doesn’t re¬ 
flect what we get out in terms of trade. 
The EU gives us opportunities to ne¬ 
gotiate trade deals with the rest of the 
world. We have negotiated very fa¬ 
vourable terms in deals with South 
Korea, Singapore and Canada be¬ 


cause we are part of the EU, and we 
are now negotiating the mother of all 
trade deals with the USA. 

Outside the EU the US would be less 
inclined to trade and sign a deal with 
us - why would they? Our companies 
get a better deal as part of the EU, and 
it costs us about one per cent of our 
GDP (gross domestic product), com¬ 
pared with defence expenditure 
which is about 40 per cent. 

Q. Doesn’t being in the EU involve 
a loss of sovereignty, because 
some of our laws are now made in 
Brussels? 


Big decisions like healthcare, defence, 
education and welfare are still within 
the domain of the member states. 

We haven’t given up the right to 
govern ourselves, but we have identi¬ 
fied some areas where doing things 
together is better, such as climate 
change and free trade. And it might 
be another layer of governance but it 
is not undemocratic - we are the ones 
who vote for the MEPs. 

Q. Isn’t there a risk of losing 
sovereignty in the future? 

I haven’t seen any plans to make deci¬ 
sions on the areas we just mentioned 
at a European level. And all the main 
parties have committed themselves 
to consulting the people over a seri¬ 
ous transfer of sovereignty. 

Q. Let’s talk about immigration. 
Britain no longer has control of its 
own borders and a lot of people 
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believe the country is attracting 
too many people for its size? 

Of course you have free movement of 
people within the EU, which has al¬ 
lowed 2.2 million British people to go 
and live across the EU. 

They study there, retire there, work 
there, use healthcare there. But that 
doesn’t mean anyone can just walk 
in. People can live in another member 
state only if they wish to work and 
contribute. If someone is chronically 
unemployed, the member state has 
the right to ask them to leave. 

But those people who do come in 
contribute about £25bn per year, ac¬ 
cording to research by University 
College London. They pay much more 
in taxes than they take out in social 
and welfare payments. The research 
showed for every £1 a British person 
contributes to the economy, they take 
out £1.20; for every £1 a European 
contributes, they only get 8Op back. 
And that doesn’t cover the businesses 
they start and the people they employ. 

People come to Britain because 
there is a shortage of skills. We don’t 
produce enough nurses - the NHS 
would collapse if we weren’t able to 
import nurses from the EU easily. The 
same applies to social care; the hospi¬ 
tality industry; the financial services 
industry; engineering and IT. We im¬ 
port those people, and without them 
we wouldn’t be as successful.

eat it if we did that. Norway 
contributes more to the EU budget 
than we do, for the privilege of having 
access to the common market. But 
whereas we have a place around the 
table, they haven’t the ability to influ¬ 
ence the decisions that govern it. 
Switzerland also has to compromise 
significantly. And compromising the 
national interest is what I call 
abandoning sovereignty. 

One point I always want to make is 
- what’s the alternative? People 
promise that out of the EU things will 
be better, but they don’t have any 
substantial proof to back their claims. 

A lot of it is emotion. If anyone ar¬ 
gues in favour of leaving the EU, he or 
she should be able to tell you with ab¬ 
solute certainty what it’s going to 
look like, down to the last pound.

Q. We could withdraw from the 
European Union and negotiate a 
free trade agreement with 
Europe, though, couldn’t we? 

We would neither have our cake nor 


Q. Why do you believe Britain 
should leave the EU? 

We should govern our own country 
and we should live in a democracy. 
We should be responsible for the big 


decisions that we make, and we can’t 
do those things as an EU member. 

Nearly all the big decisions are 
made elsewhere - we can’t even de¬ 
cide whether the takeover of Astra 
Zeneca is a good idea. 

Membership of the EU costs us 
£55m a day. We have ended up with 
more expensive electricity bills and 
more expensive food bills. 

Without excess EU regulations, 
small businesses would be able to cre¬ 
ate more wealth. A study by Ernst 
and Young of investors in America 
and Japan found that in both coun¬ 
tries, a significant majority said that 
if Britain lost some of the excesses and 
costs of EU regulation they would be 
more likely to invest. 

EU regulations have already led to 
one-in-four of our hedge funds in 
London leaving and going to Switzer¬ 
land or Singapore. 

I believe withdrawing from the EU 
would lead to a tremendous rebirth in 
our national self-confidence and pride 
and in what we believe as a nation. 

Q. Wouldn’t it harm trade if we 
withdrew from the largest single 
market in the world? 

Trade is trade. We don’t need to be a 
member of a political union to trade. 
The other countries in the European 
Union sell us more than we sell them. 

We are the eurozone’s biggest ex¬ 
port market in the world. They des¬ 
perately need access to the British 
market. Any thought of tariffs being 
put on is remarkable. If there were 
tariffs on French wine and Cham¬ 
pagne, there would be riots in Paris. 

Norway exports 75 per cent of its 
overseas goods to the EU. China is 
now selling quite a lot of stuff to us

and the rest of Europe without being 
part of the EU. Switzerland is not a 
member of the EU, and the Swiss have 
more free trade agreements around 
the world (including one with the EU) 
than we do. 

I think the EU destroys jobs and 
doesn’t create a single trade benefit. 

As a member of the EU, we are for¬ 
bidden from making our own trade 
deals with other parts of the world. 
Let’s open up and embrace the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Q. Would our economy suffer if 
we left the EU? 

The companies which make this 
claim are giant multinationals who 
are all in this together and who set 
the rules to suit them. 

An expensive regulatory frame¬ 
work suits them because it stops com¬ 
petition springing up in the form of 
small and medium-sized businesses. 
It’s the holy trinity of big banks, big 
businesses and big politics. 

Twelve years ago we were told that 
if we wouldn’t join the euro, the City 
of London would decline. The oppo¬ 
site has happened. 

Q. What about the loss of our right 
to free movement within the EU? 


We could perfectly happily have re¬ 
ciprocal deals with countries of a 
similar standing. But being a member 
of the EU means opening our borders 
to 485 million people, many of whom 
come from poor, or former, Commu¬ 
nist countries, badly affecting mil¬ 
lions of ordinary working families. 

Yes, nurses from those countries 
can come to work here, but what 
about all the patients? Health tour¬ 
ism is absolutely massive. And yes, it 
means British citizens can get health¬ 
care abroad, but would you want free 
healthcare in Poland or Romania? 

If we wanted skilled migration we 
wouldn’t take it from across the EU, we 
would take it from across the world. 

Immigration is a big benefit to the 
rich and to big companies, but it leads 
to big unemployment and considera¬ 
ble anger in our communities. Youth 
unemployment in the UK has doubled 
since 2004; there is a chronic lack of 
primary school places and increased 
waiting times in A&E. We have an in¬ 
creasingly crowded and, according to 
this year’s British Social Attitudes 
Survey, an increasingly divided 
Britain. 

Q. Doesn’t the EU bring in a lot of 
laws which benefit Britain? 

Whether we get good laws or bad 
laws, the point is that we can’t change 
any of them. It’s a pretty undemocrat¬ 
ic system. 

The real authority rests with the 
European Commission. Regulations 
and directives have to go through the 
Parliament, but we can’t defend our 
interests from a minority position. 

Since 1966, there have been 55 oc¬ 
casions on which a British govern¬ 
ment has opposed a piece of EU law at 
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the Council of Ministers. We have lost 
on 55 occasions. That’s not influence. 

Unlike at national elections, you 
can’t change or repeal existing laws 
through EU elections. Once some¬ 
thing is EU law, the Parliament can’t 
remove it.

Q. Why do you believe we should 
leave the EU? 

It is a drain on our economy and costs 
the British taxpayer an enormous 
amount of money each year. That 
money could be spent supporting the 
British economy. From the regula¬ 
tions on businesses to the Common 
Agricultural Policy and the Common 
Fisheries Policy, it’s a burden we can’t 
afford. 

Q. Wouldn’t trade suffer if we 
withdrew from the EU? 

Why would Germany stop selling us 
cars, and France stop selling us wine 
and cheese? 

BMW owns the Mini, which is pro¬ 
duced in the UK and exported to Ger¬ 
many. That won’t stop - and the jobs 
linked to EU exports won’t stop. 

China and the US export more to 
the European single market than the 
UK does, and Mexico and South Ko¬ 
rea have free trade agreements with 
the EU. 

But the only two countries in Eu¬ 
rope that have managed to sign a free 
trade agreement with China are Ice¬ 
land and Switzerland, who are not in 
the EU. 

Switzerland, Norway, Iceland and

Lichtenstein achieved a free trade 
agreement with South Korea six 
years before the EU did, and their 
free trade negotiations with India are 
quite advanced, whereas the ones 
between the EU and India are stalled. 
And it’s very important we have a 
free trade agreement with India as 
it is a strong, rapidly-growing 
market. 

Britain would like more trade 
around the world, particularly in 
services - the City of London is a key 
area of the services market - but the 
EU will not give many countries 
access to its agricultural goods and 
services, and we have to accept what 
the EU negotiates on our behalf. 

It would also help British trade to 
be able to avoid EU regulations. 

Red tape for a businessman 
damages growth and competitive¬ 
ness, which is why we see EU 
economies stagnating and other 
countries growing a lot faster. 

All the regulations that come from 
the EU each year create a massive 
administration burden for business. 

Norway isn’t part of the EU but it is 
part of the European Economic Area, 
which gives it access to the EU single 
market. 

It has to accept some EU rules, but 
it has the right to opt out of or rewrite 
EU law, which as an EU member you 
can’t do. 

Norway does have a lot of influence 
over the EU - it has input into 


committees which discuss policies, 
and the right to be involved in working 
groups where the development of 
rules is affecting the single market, 
and has been described by the OECD as 
a leader of the EU’s environmental 
policy. 

Q. Why doesn’t the EU want to 
open up the agricultural market? 

The Common Agricultural Policy 
was designed to support small EU 
farmers, and there are very stringent 
tariffs on exports from outside the EU, 
which protects EU farmers. 

But they can charge a higher price 
because people from abroad can’t sell, 
so the CAP inflates prices within the 
EU - that’s why food prices across the 
EU are so much higher than they 
would be otherwise, according to 
Oxfam and the OECD. 

And actually, 80 per cent of the 
payments go to the 20 per cent of 
farmers who are wealthiest. 

So big businesses are benefiting, 
but they will always lobby to keep the 
CAP because they are earning a lot of 
money and benefiting from state 
subsidies. 

The EU doesn’t put the best inter¬ 
ests of its citizens first, it puts first 
those who have money and power. 

Q. But a lot of businesspeople are 
in favour of the EU... 

Large multinational businesses ap¬ 
preciate the EU because that’s where 
the power is - and the EU is very open 
to lobbying. 

It’s in the interests of big business 
to have a highly-regulated environ¬ 
ment as it keeps small businesses 
down. 

They can afford the cost of lawyers 
to deal with regulations that act as a 
barrier to smaller businesses, 
who can’t afford the time

or the staff needed to read and impose 
the regulations. 

In Britain, we value the small com¬ 
pany - that’s where most people in 
the private sector are employed. 

Q. Do you believe the EU to be un¬ 
democratic? 

Absolutely. Legislation should come 
from the people who are elected, but 
the sole route of legislation within the 
EU is from the European Commission, 
who are not elected. 

The parliament can’t initiate 
legislation. It isn’t a government; the 
government is the Commission. 

And there is so much legislation 
each year, the parliament often 
doesn’t have time to do more than 
rubber stamp it. 

There’s also a culture of secrecy. 
The Council of Ministers and the 
Commission meet in secret - imagine 
if we weren’t allowed to know what 
MPs said in Parliament! 

According to the House of 

Commons, about 50 per cent of our 
new laws come from the EU. The EU is 
a political project. 

It’s about creating a system of 
governance 
and a sin- 
gle Euro- 
p e a n 
identi¬ 


ty, with ever closer union 
between the memberstates, and 
Britain doesn’t have much power.

Q. Why do you believe we should 
stay in the EU? 

The Confederation for British 
Industry has estimated that our 
membership of the EU is worth £8 bil¬ 
lion a year. 

The Centre for Economics and 
Business Research estimates that 
4.2 million UK jobs are directly linked 
to our membership of the EU and 
our participation in the single 
market. 

Even small businesses find 
themselves linked to the European 
supply chain, as quite often 
companies are part of a supply chain 
through their customers or suppliers 
even if they don’t trade directly with 
the EU. 

The EU is also the power 
negotiating big trade deals that get 
UK firms into markets in other 
countries. 

Being in the European Union also 
means benefits for consumers: more 
products, more services on offer, 
lower prices, as well as certain 
standards of safety, consumer 
protection and environmental 
protection. 

Finally, with situations like 

Ukraine, our participation in the 
EU gives us a louder voice in

world political and diplomatic circles. 

The UK could survive outside the 
EU. The question is, would we thrive? 

Q. What if we just had a free trade 
agreement with the EU, like Nor¬ 
way? 

That is conceivable, but the question 
is what the price and the terms would 
be. If we left the EU and went back 
asking for a free trade agreement, 
would that put us in a particularly 
strong negotiating position? Norwe¬ 
gian Prime Minister Erna Solberg 
said the European Economic Area 
was not a good example for the UK. 

And the Norwegian Conservative 
Party spokesman on European af¬ 
fairs, Nikolai Astrup, said: “If you 
want to run the EU, stay in the EU; if 
you want to be run by the EU, feel free 
to join us in the EEA.” 

Q. Isn’t it actually only big busi¬ 
nesses that love the European Un¬ 
ion, because its plethora of regu¬ 
lations strangles small 
businesses who might compete 
with them? 

Bigger businesses are more able, on 
balance, to cope with regulations 
than small businesses, but as a gen¬ 
eral principle they don’t like 
regulation. 

But small businesses, like big busi¬ 
nesses, have a lot to gain. If the UK 
were to leave the EU tomorrow, there 
would still be regulation. 

No UK government would decide 
that we didn’t need product safety 
regulations anymore. The idea that 
everything comes from Brussels is 


false. Small and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses have exemptions from large 
swathes of EU regulation anyway, 
micro-businesses even more. 

I have personally spoken to hun¬ 
dreds of business leaders and to all 
who’ve said regulation is a problem, I 
have said can you give me some hard 
and fast examples of regulations from 
Brussels that hold back your busi¬ 
ness? Only the minority have been 
able to. 

When you start to unpick it all, it’s 
hard to put your finger on real barri¬ 
ers that affect all sectors. A regula¬ 
tion is also there for a purpose, for 
example to ensure that products are 
safe, to stop people cheating us, to 
stop companies selling stuff that’s go¬ 
ing to damage the environment, to 
protect people in their workplace. 

Q. Isn’t the EU terribly undemo¬ 
cratic... and isn’t it hard for Brit¬ 
ish interests to be properly repre¬ 
sented in an undemocratic 
organisation? 

It is true that the institutions are too 
remote, and we don’t understand 
enough about what they do, but I 
don’t think there’s a particularly 
good argument for saying that they 
are undemocratic. 

The parliament is directly elected by 
all the member states. The Commis¬ 
sion does not make laws, it proposes 
laws, which are decided by the Council 
of Ministers (made up of elected gov¬ 
ernment ministers from the different 
member states) or the parliament. 

We undermine our position in the 
EU if we are thinking about leaving. 
People think: should we invest too 
much time in trying to hear their 
point of view? 


ELECTIONS for the European 
Parliament take place this 
Thursday, May 22. 

Voting will take place at your 
local polling station between 7am 
and 10pm. If you are 18 or over 
and have registered to vote, you 
will have received a polling card 
which will tell you where to go. 

But don’t worry if you’ve lost 
that card. Just turn up with some 
ID at the polling station. 

At the polling station you will 
receive a ballot paper with a list 
of parties and independent 
candidates on it. You are voting 
for a party - not the individual. 

The European Parliament is 
elected through a system of 
proportional representation. 


Instead of the first past the post 
system at Westminster elections, 
when the candidate who receives 
the most votes in each constitu¬ 
ency wins, in European elections 
there are several MEPs for each 
constituency, and seats are 
allocated according to the 
proportion of the vote each party 
gets. 

Kent is part of the south east 
England constituency, which has 
ten MEPs - so any party which 
gets more than ten per cent of the 
vote will win at least one seat. 

Parties will usually put forward 
several candidates, who will be 
listed on the ballot paper in the 
party’s preferred order. If the 
party wins one seat, the top 


candidate will be elected; if it 
wins two seats, the top two; and 
so on. 

Unfortunately, for those on 
tenterhooks to know the results, 
different European countries vote 
on different days and counting of 
the votes cannot start until after 
the last poll closes at 10pm in Italy 
on Sunday. 

The count for the south east 
region will take place in 
Southampton and results will 
be announced late on Sunday 
night or early on Monday 
morning.

The party wants to reduce immigration, 
moving to a points system like Canada’s, 
withdraw from the EU and make St George’s 
Day a national holiday. 


Liberty Great Britain 

PROMISES to tackle “the most important 
issues of our time”, which it believes are 
“mass immigration from the Third World, the 
steady rise of fundamentalist Islam and the 
hijacking of traditional British culture and 
institutions by well organised left wing 
‘progressives’.”

THE Roman Party is putting out just 
one candidate in the UK this year - a 
French bus driver called Jean Louis 
Pascual. 

He stood before in 2009 and polled 
5,450 votes. 

Mr Pascual, from Reading, says the basis 


of his policy is ‘ ‘when in Rome do as the 
Romans do”. 

For clarification, he is “against injustice” 
and believes teenage mothers should go 
back to school to complete their education. 


The Socialist Party 
of Great Britain 

THE Socialist Party of Great Britain believes 
in “the establishment of a system of society 
based upon the common ownership and 
democratic control of the means and 
instruments for producing and distributing 
wealth by and in the interest of the whole 
community.” 

The organisation, which has no leader, says 
it is the only British party which is ‘ ‘dedicated 
to socialism as an immediate goal”. 


YOURvoice 

YOURVOICE is the only party without an 
agenda. 

Instead, its aim is to encourage the public 
to express their opinions through the internet 
and social media, and its MEPs will vote 
according to what they hear. 

“YOURvoice delivers an unbiased 
approach to politics, listening to the people,” 
its website says. 

Upcoming legislation will be listed on the 
party’s website each month and people will 
be able to discuss the issues online before 
voting on whether they support or oppose 
the legislation. 

The MEPs will then vote in Parliament 
accordingly. 


Harmony Party 

THE Harmony Party doesn’t seem to even 
have a website but describes itself as “zero 
immigration, anti-EU, pro-jobs”. 

It is putting up just five candidates in 
the entire country - two of whom will be 
fighting for a seat to represent the south east.

A S THE nation comes to grips 
with an ageing population, 
more and more of us are 
being exposed to the agony 
of dementia. 

The degenerative brain disease has 
the ability to strip sufferers of memo¬ 
ries and coherent thought - an irre¬ 
versible illness that can leave their 
nearest and dearest devastated, and 
those affected confused and anxious. 

Education is key and next week 
heralds the start of Dementia Aware¬ 
ness Week. 

Many doctors have jumped on 
board with the initiative, in hope of 
encouraging people to seek advice if 
they fear they - or their loved ones - 
may have the disease. 

There are almost 10,000 people in 
Kent and Medway who have been 
diagnosed with the illness, but it is 
thought the actual number of people 
who have the disease is closer to 
22,000, with many unaware of the 
symptoms or fearful of confirmation. 

Dr Caroline Ruaux, one of the eight 
clinical leads for dementia in Kent 
and Medway, said: “This illness is a 
life-changing, progressive condition 
and an early diagnosis is a key part of 


DEMENTIA is an umbrella term 
used to describe a set of symptoms 
that can include memory loss, 
difficulties with concentration, 
problem-solving and 
communication. Most of the people 
affected by dementia are over 65, 
although 2.2 per cent of the 
population will develop dementia 
at a younger age. Two-thirds of 
sufferers are women. 

Some of the early signs in noticing 
dementia include: 

■ Struggling to remember recent 
events 


unlocking access to help and putting 
plans in place for the future. 

“That’s important, not just for the 
sake of the person with the condition, 
but for their family and friends, too. 

“We want to remind people it isn’t 
just a symptom of old age; it’s a condi¬ 
tion people need support with. There 
are many dementia organisations 
and networks across the county, but 
it is much easier to access assistance 
once a person has been diagnosed. 

“Don’t bottle your worries up - 


speak to your GP if you think you or a 
loved one may be showing signs.” 

Kent County Council is heavily in¬ 
volved in a project called Dementia 
Friendly Communities with the NHS. 

Its aim is to create support for not 
only dementia sufferers but their car¬ 
ers. It is hoped it will reduce the de¬ 
mentia stigma, increase awareness 
and improve the quality of life for 
people living with the condition by 
running awareness sessions across 
Kent that are open to everyone. 


One creative project that has been 
undertaken in conjunction with KCC 
and the NHS is a book called Demen¬ 
tia Diaries by writer and illustrator 
Matthew Snyman, who until recently 
lived in Maidstone. 

The book was completed late last 
year and is based on real-life stories. 

Mr Snyman, 28, was approached 
by the Social Innovations Lab for 
Kent (Silk) - which addresses social 
challenges - to put together the book 
to help educate young people about 


issues around dementia. It is thought 
that children, in particular, need to be 
made aware of conditions that are in¬ 
creasingly impacting on their grand¬ 
parents and potentially their par¬ 
ents. 

Stories were gathered by inter¬ 
viewing families affected by the ill¬ 
ness, then the data was passed to the 
author, who created fictional charac¬ 
ters using the information. 

The book has subsequently been 
nominated for an award and is in 
every school library in Kent. 

The plan is to make an active learn¬ 
ing resource that would be taught as 
part of the syllabus, primarily in Kent, 
and then hopefully across the UK. 

Mr Snyman said: “For children of 
primary-school age, it can be hard to 
understand what’s happening when 
they see an older family member 
suffering from the disease. 

“If they can have a shared experi¬ 
ence, like the book, then can really 
get to grips with having dementia in 
their life. I’m immensely proud to 
have been a part of it.” 

Graham Gibbens, KCC cabinet 
member for adult social care and pub¬ 
lic health, said: “Improving the well¬ 
being of people with dementia is a top 
priority in Kent and we are working 
with all our partners to change the 
way people view dementia.”

Artistic director Doug Rintoul tells David Mairs how the Transport theatre 
company is following a rich tradition in adapting a classic piece of folklore 


K ENT’S proximity to 

London arguably works 
against the development 
of its theatrical 
enterprise. Why bother 
with it here when you’ve got one of 
the most vibrant arts scenes in the 
world on your doorstep? 

Maybe, maybe not, but the 
county’s geographical location has 
proved critical to the establishment 
of Transport, “an internationally- 
minded arts company” that looks 
“towards the Channel and beyond”. 

Its latest production is 1001 
Nights and this weekend it wraps 
up its dates at Canterbury’s 
Gulbenkian before moving on to 
Quarterhouse in Folkestone, the 
town that provides its base. 

Artistic director Doug Rintoul 
grew up in Canterbury and his 
parents live in Folkestone, so his 
connection with east Kent is strong. 

“Transport is a peripatetic 
company that we moved to 
Folkestone because we wanted the 
company to have a particular 
connection and impact on a 
community rather than be out in 
the ether in London. 

“We’re based at Quarterhouse 
and do a lot of outreach work 
focused primarily on Folkestone 
and east Kent for people who have 


never been to theatre before.” 

Rintoul’s attachment to 
Folkestone is clear and he is 
pleased with the way in which its 
arts offering has grown. 

“There has not been the 
provision for arts here that there is 
in Canterbury, for example,” he 
said. “There used to be a traditional 
theatre and there’s a lovely 
independent cinema still, but 
Quarterhouse has changed things 
and we’ve been a part of building 
those audiences. 

“That’s why the Creative 
Foundation is so brilliant.” 

Does the historic situation reflect 
a lack of appreciation of the arts in 
the town? 

“It’s hard to say there’s a lack of 
appreciation when there wasn’t 
any provision,” said Rintoul. 

Transport has its Quarterhouse 
base, but this is far from an 
exclusive relationship and there 
are ties with venues across the 
country. 

“At Transport we are lucky to 
have these brilliant places to work 
with. At Ipswich there’s the New 
Wolsley Theatre, with a really 
great model we can feed off, as well 
as places like the Hackney Empire. 

“We’re using all those national 
connections to feed into. We 


wouldn’t be able to do the work we 
do without them - we couldn’t 
afford to. We rely on them and I 
suppose you could say we’re 
leeching off them - there are lots of 
people involved, such as 
international co-producers.” 

1001 Nights is based on 
The Arabian Nights, the English 
naming of One Thousand And One 
Nights, a sprawling collection of 
folk tales gathered largely on the 
Silk Road between China and the 
Middle East. 

“The earliest texts were Syrian 
and there have been many 
translations, but they were only 
spoken at the time that they were 
created,” said Rintoul. 

“Then there was the crossover 
between them and the European 
texts - they were brilliant in that 
they adapted and changed in 
differing times and environments. 
In the Middle East they would 
think you were crazy if you 
performed the original versions. 

“They are meant to be performed 
in a contemporary context and 
explore the human condition and 
what is going on around us. 

There’s a lot about exile, loneliness, 
families splitting up - even farting 
in one story.” 

Moving swiftly on, the Transport 


adaption tells the tale of 
Shahrazad, a Syrian girl adapting 
to a new life in this country. 

“With a play, I always ask how 
do I want an audience to be 
different by the end of it,” said 
Rintoul. “Here I want to celebrate 
how you can play and what you 
can make with a whole load of 
rubbish, rather than sit around in 
front of the TV. 

“Shahrazad and her friends are 
on a roof-top and they create whole 
worlds with the stuff around them. 

“I wanted to talk about the 
opportunity for kids to meet Islam 
and for that to be OK and to make 
sure kids encountered friendships 
between someone who was British 
and someone who was not.” 

Times are changing perhaps 
faster than ever before, and 
Transport, it is clear, is not going to 
be left behind.

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All-rounder Brian Conley has Dave Mairs laughing along ahead of his new show 


Life and times of 
the 'entertainment 
king' Conley makes 
for good night out 


S OME comics can be hard 
work to interview, while 
others make the job of the 
beleaguered hack just a 
little more comfortable. 
Happily, Brian Conley falls into the 
latter category. 

Eager and keen to roll out a few 
quips and no little amount of jollity, 
he gives the immediate impression 
that audiences for his new tour, The 
Real Life Of Brian Conley, will be in 
for a cheery evening, which is, after 
all, what such events are all about. 

To dismiss Conley as a superficial 
grinning clown, though, would be 
wrong. He has put himself through 
the wringer while in the public eye, 
most notably on I’m A Celebrity... Get 
Me Out Of Here in 2012. 

He had to quit the show suffering 
exhaustion and malnutrition, 
having at one stage broken down in 
tears, all on the back of a personal 
decision to stop taking the 
antidepressants that he had been 
using for the previous 15 years. 

“It had really gone quite smoothly 
and only went a bit wrong when 
Helen Flanagan couldn’t do so many 
of the trials,” he said. 

“We had eight days of not eating - 
I couldn’t keep the stuff down, the 
chickpeas and rice, and I was heaving 
as I was eating. In the end I just 
collapsed and ended up in hospital.” 

So it hasn’t all been one big party, 
but at the same time his show isn’t 
one long analytical baring of the soul. 

“It’s a potpourri of entertainment 
and as much fun as you can have 
with your clothes on,” he said. 

“I talk briefly about my illustrious 


career in comedy and give you a 
one-man variety show. 

“I do it all - there’s no one on stage 
helping me out. I don’t disappear 
after half an hour - you see some 
entertainers do that, but I couldn’t. 

“If you’ve paid to see someone 
for a full show, then that’s what you 
should get.” 

44 No one in the 
audience has to go and 
see any of those shows 
now - I'm saving them 
about 400 guid! ** 

And you get an awful lot rolled 
into one, apparently. 

“There will be songs from West 
End shows like Oliver!, Hairspray 
and Chitty Chitty Bang Bang. 


“No one in the audience has to go 
and see any of those shows now - I’m 
saving them about 400 quid! ” 

Conley included Canterbury’s 
Marlowe theatre and the Assembly 
Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells in 
his 2 5-date itinerary. 

“I know the Marlowe,” he said 
when the dates were announced. 

“I was very close friends with 
Dave Lee [the Kent comedian, who 
died in 2012] and did charity nights 
there, although this will be the first 
time I’ve performed there since the 
refurbishment. 

“I always found it a great venue for 
comedy.” 

The tour is notable for the number 
of smaller venues it includes and 
Conley is keen to stress their value. 

“The smaller theatres are more 
likely to create a better atmosphere,” 
he said. 

“I don’t like them too big - at some 


of these venues with capacities of 
20,000 or whatever, you might as 
well be watching on the telly. 

“The other thing with these 
cracking smaller venues is you have 
to be put on a good performance 
every time you turn out. 

“In the arenas, you only have to be 
good once a month.” 

It might come as surprise to 
some, but a quick scan through the 
internet shows Conley was once 
the “highest-paid male television 
personality in the UK”. 

He laughs at the idea - “No, in the 
world, the world! ” - before referring 
back to the Get Me Out Of Here 
experience. 

“It’s horses for courses - Bear 
Grylls can do the jungle, I can do 
comedy and singing. I’ve been doing 
it professionally for 40 years -1 did 
my first professional job, with an 
Equity card, when I was 12. 

“And I talk about the various 
things I’ve done and how it all came 
about. Basically, people can come 
along and have a good laugh.” 

And that king of the entertainment 
world thing? 

“I wouldn’t take much notice of it,” 
he said. 

“Apparently one site says I’m also 
a huge Arsenal fan -1 don’t even 
follow football. I don’t know where 
they get this stuff.”

S IR Ranulph Fiennes, 

described as “the world’s 
official greatest living 
adventurer”, is coming to 
Tunbridge Wells. 

He is bringing his Living

Sir Ranulph’s exploits, escapades 
and expeditions have taken him in 
almost every direction around the 
globe, including the first hovercraft 
expedition up the Nile (1969); the 
52,000-mile odyssey through 
both poles in the first polar 
circumnavigation of Earth (1979- 
82); and the first unsupported 
crossing of Antarctica (1993) and 
the first crossing of the Antarctic by 
foot. 

More generally, he has led more 
than 30 expeditions, climbed to the 
highest peak on the planet, found the 
lost Arabian city of Ubar and 
conquered the first 7x7x7 Challenge. 

He completed seven marathons, 
on seven continents, in seven 
consecutive days... just three months 
after a massive heart attack, a 
three-day coma and a double bypass. 
Despite suffering from vertigo and 


possessing no climbing experience, 
the former SAS demolitions expert 
was intent on adding to his 
endeavours by setting his sights on 
climbing Everest’s Tibetan side to 
raise £2 million for the British Heart 
Foundation’s new MRI scanner 
Two years later, in 2007, Sir 
Ranulph climbed what is arguably 
the world’s toughest ascent, the 
north face of the Eiger, raising £1.8m 


for Marie Curie Cancer Care’s 
Delivering Choice programme, 
following the loss of his first wife 
three years earlier 

In 2008, he returned to Everest to 
climb the Nepalese side and raised a 
further £2.5m for the same Marie 
Curie programme, this time coming 
within just 400 metres of the 
summit 

One year on, Sir Ranulph finally 


summited Everest, at the age of 64.

F YOU have wondered 
whether you have picked the 
right partner, have some 
sympathy for six people who 
have agreed to get hitched to 
a stranger just so TV cameras 

can watch. 

For the vast majority of the population who 
believe love has to have something to do with 
getting married, this will jar dramatically.

Each of the single participants will be carefully 
matched by a panel of experts in the fields of 
psychology, psychotherapy, social and evolutionary 
anthropology and theology in the hope that their 
combined professional experience can create a 
‘perfect’ match. 

Cameras will then follow the couples for the 
first six weeks of their relationship as they share 
their daily lives with a stranger who could 
potentially become their soulmate. But, practicali¬ 
ties aside, Married At First Sight ultimately seeks 
to answer two questions. 

Can science produce a successful relationship and 
can the act of marriage itself create a psychological 




bond, leading to true and enduring love? 

For more than 20 years, leading psychologists 
have been researching the theory that human 
behaviour - such as acting lovingly towards 
another person - can actually spark the genuine 
emotional response in both parties... love? Is it 


really possible to ‘choose’ to fall in love? 

At the end of the filming period the three 
couples will have to decide if they wish to stay 
together as husband and wife or walk away from a 
marriage that theoretically could provide them with 
the long-lasting happiness they strongly desire.

Recycling plant plans to 
turn plastics into profit

WORK on constructing a major 
£12.5 million recycling facility in Ro¬ 
chester got under way this week. 

The major new site will be capable 
of processing 75,000 tonnes of mixed 
plastics each year - transforming 
them into clean plastic capable of be¬ 
ing used in the production of new 
plastic products and packaging. 

The plant will also be able to sepa¬ 
rate up to 10,000 tonnes of glass. 

Construction will see a number of 
jobs created, with up to 26 posts ex¬ 
pected to be created once the plant is 
fully operational. 

If all goes to plan, the plant will be 
up and running by the early autumn. 

The site is being created for recy¬ 
cling firm Viridor and delivered by 
Stadler UK. 

Kings Hill-based Herman van der 
Meij, director of resource manage¬ 
ment for Viridor, said: “Our industry 
is at the heart of making the green 
economy a reality. 

“Making the most of the resources 
we have within the UK is becoming

increasingly important as it creates 
employment opportunities and helps 
the country achieve its ambitions of 
becoming a leader in sustainability. 

“We have had a strong presence in 
the south east of England for quite 
some time, developing resource- 
management infrastructure as well 
as investing in our people to make 
sure we deliver a high quality service 


and added-value to our customers as 
well as value to society and broader 
stakeholders. 

“This latest investment is a signal 
of our real commitment towards 
helping develop a circular economy 
in the UK.” 

Speaking on behalf of Recoup, a 
leading authority on plastics waste 
and resource management, Stuart 
Foster said: “We are delighted to see 
another plastics recycling facility 
come on stream. 

“It is imperative the UK is able to 
recycle more of its plastic resource as 
this will cut the use of virgin feed¬ 
stock, help achieve the increasing 
packaging recycling targets, reduce 
the C02 load and, very importantly, 
significantly reduce the amount of 
plastic which ends up in landfill.” 

Trevor Smart, UK sales manager at 
Stadler UK, said: “The combination of 
our expertise in the design and deliv¬ 
ery of plastics recycling facilities and 
excellent working relationship with 
Viridor will see this multi-million 
pound, state of the art facility open 
for processing later this year.” 

The recycling complex will be 
based on the Medway City Estate.

SO STYLISH: Peugeot’s new 308 SW offers space with stunning design, a class-leading range of frugal engines and much-improved interior quality 

A 'purrfect' use of space 

The Lion marque has a history of making stylish and versatile estates dating 
back to 1958 and the new 308 SW is no exception... it’s very economical, too! 


F RESH from the success of 
being voted European Car 
of the Year 2014, Peugeot’s 
slick new 308 hatchback 
gets a smart new estate 
sister next month. 

The 308 SW will no doubt also add 
to the considerable lift in volumes for 
the new 308 compared with its dated 
predecessor, which has driven 
Peugeot to create a third shift at its 
French plant to cope with demand in 
the UK and Europe. 

The SW (from £16,845) is a sleek 
yet spacious estate that offers all the 
qualities of its hatchback sister in 
terms of design, fuel efficiency and 
higher quality, along with a 
660-litre boot - the largest in this 
Golf/Focus/Astra size segment - and 
a 1,660-litre cargo bay with seats 
folded. 

It continues a long estate tradition 
by the French marque begun by the 
403 version of 1958, with smaller 
300 Series variants starting in 1969 
with the 304. 

There’s been a resurgence of 
interest in estates lately, too, as some 
owners step back from the MPV/ 
people-carrier in favour of a more 
conventional driving and handling 
experience, while others decide that 
a hatchback or saloon simply cannot 
accommodate their more active 
lifestyle. 

Peugeot research shows buyers of 
estates in the 308’s market segment 
are now younger, more dynamic and 
more male than in general. 

They are popular with working 
couples, with or without children, 
who use their vehicle intensively and 
cover the highest mileage in the 


segment; they need versatility 
without having to make sacrifices in 
comfort, driving enjoyment and 
styling. 

Whoever these 308 SW recruits 
will be, though, they will have a 
good choice of engines: three petrol 
and five HDi diesel units, all offering 
class-leading fuel economy and low 
C02 emissions. 

The new 308 range is also the first 
Peugeot to benefit from a clever 
three-cylinder turbocharged petrol 
engine - the PureTech 1.2-litre 
e-THP with a choice of 110 or 
130bhp. 

Also available will be eco diesels 
branded with Peugeot’s BlueHDi 
label, including a 120bhp 1.6-litre 
with emissions of just 85g/km of CO 2 
- well below the lOOg/km mark at 
which road tax is payable. 

Most options come with fuel-and- 
emissions-saving Stop-Start and 
there is a six-speed auto gearbox 
option within the range, too. 

Four spec levels are offered. The 
entry version is Access, which has 
generous standard equipment 
including LED daytime running 
lights, LED rear lamps, colour-coded 


door mirrors and handles, a parcel 
shelf that can be stowed for protection 
beneath the boot floor, air-con, 
electric front windows, remote- 
controlled central locking, cruise- 
control with speed-limiter and DAB 
digital radio sound system plus USB 
and Bluetooth connectivity. 

The higher grades are: Active 
(from £18,295), Allure (from 
£19,745) and Feline (from £22,095), 
with the last getting the brand’s 
impressive Cielo full panoramic glass 
roof - a buyers’ favourite on other 
Peugeots. 

Based on our findings with the 
308 hatchback, would-be buyers 
need to check that they can get 
comfortable behind the wheel - it 
took some fine-tuning for me to 
ensure the steering wheel does not 
obscure some part of the 
instrumentation. 

The touchscreen is a bit fussy, even 
if it will probably become second 
nature to most people. 

On the road, the car feels light and 
nimble; not surprising, when the 
308 benefits from a new and much 
lighter modular platform, tipped to 
underpin many other new Peugeots.

T RACKING the Skoda Yeti’s 
identity has been as hard 
as finding its namesake, 
the Abominable 
Snowman. 

Since launch in 2009, the Czech 
marque’s jack-of-all trades has been 
a crossover, eco-friendly holdall, 
thanks to its frugal Greenline 
version. Family wagon, sportsman’s 
rucksack, bullish 4x4, executive 
SUV, you name it... 

Skoda has now sought to clarify 
the situation by launching a heavily 
revamped ‘New Yeti’ (from £16,600) 
available in two distinct guises: Yeti 
and Yeti Outdoor. 

No prizes for guessing that the 
latter offers more than ‘funky 
chunky’ 4x4-style add-ons and a 
slightly higher ride height. Even 
without a set of lower gear ratios, the 
Yeti had proven before that it was 
well able to rough it off-road when 
fitted with 4x4. The Outdoor (from 
£19,580) offers an upgraded 4x4 
system that is lighter and more 
efficient than before, benefiting 
economy and emissions. 

The bumpers also have steeper 
approach and departure angles for 
cross-country ‘yomping’. 

But Skoda also saw that many 
Yeti-buyers wanted more urban 
crossover - family hatch and MPV 
functionality blended with SUV style 
- so the standard front-wheel-drive- 
only Yeti cuts a more civilised dash 
against the rufty-tufty Outdoor 
version. 

Nevertheless, both variants carry 
over the same practical boxy body 
featuring trademark curvy front side 
windows, plus noticeable cosmetic 
changes: Skoda’s new corporate 
‘clipped moustache’ grille replaces 
the rather frumpy and curvaceous 
chrome-topped job, while the rear 



number plate recess carries the 
corporate triangle ‘facets’ introduced 
on other recent Skodas like the Rapid 
and latest Octavia. 

Our test car was a Yeti Outdoor in 
penultimate Elegance trim with the 
top engine option - a powerful 170PS 
(168bhp and 44.8mpg combined 
cycle) 2.0-litre turbodiesel available 
only to 4x4 versions. 

With the VW’s group’s smooth and 
efficient twin-clutch auto/manual 
DFG gearbox (£1,100 extra), this 
weighs in at £25,625. 

Stubborn badge snobs may well 
puff their cheeks and exhale loudly, 
and more so when they hear that the 
Laurin & Klement-range flagship 
tops out at £27,050, but the Yeti 
carries it off rather well. 


Judge the car on its merits and the 
Yeti, in whatever trim, looks 
typically good value for money, 
though VW’s Czech arm shouts less 
about price lately and simply lets the 
products do the talking. 

Looking beyond Elegance-level 
trappings such as full leather seats 
with heated front ones, rain sensor 
wipers and ‘cornering’ front fog 
lights, the Yeti’s high quality, durable 
build and finish shines through. 

The interior was always one of the 
most space-efficient and versatile, so 
generous head and legroom is 
carried over, along with three 
individual rear seats that can be 
adjusted for rake, slid forward or 
back, folded in various permutations, 
or even removed to expand the 
510-litre boot into a massive 
1,760-litre cargo area. 

A high-lift, top-hinged tailgate 
also creates a useful rain shelter 
when ‘grandstanding’ and 
picnicking at events. 

The dashboard is typically well 
arranged, with a durable feel, and if 
all this isn’t enough to silence those 
diehard Skoda-knockers, there is the 
Yeti’s snappy on-road behaviour to 
admire, too: responsive steering, 
well -mannered handling and 
cornering - even in our relatively 
high Outdoor version - decent ride 
quality and refinement. 

Ours was also fitted with the 
optional £1,100 panoramic electric 
sunroof that really lights up the 
cabin - a worthwhile luxury. 

But if it’s cheaper running costs 
you want, then ultra-eco Greenline 
II variants start at £18,095, offering 
a 105PS (103bhp) 1.6 TDI diesel that 
emits just 119g/km of C02, so that 
will cost nothing in road tax for year 
one and just £30 a year thereafter, 
while offering 61.4mpg combined.

be made. Life next season in The 
Skrill Premier will be very different to 
how it has been in recent seasons. 

Not only will the standard of oppo¬ 
sition be markedly improved, with 
several teams operating in a full¬ 
time, professional capacity, but there 
are such matters as ground stand¬ 
ards and the whole administration 
surrounding football at a higher level 
to be addressed. 

“It’s a whole different ball game,” 
said Parmenter. “There are teams 
like Bristol Rovers and Grimsby 
Town, teams that, with due respect to 
the teams in Conference South, are at 
a completely different level. 

“As for the ground, we’ve had an A 
grading for two years, so there’s very 
little that needs doing. 

“We’ve got a new full-time 
groundsman, our secretary Frank 
Clarke does things on a voluntary 
basis and is absolutely brilliant and 
our security operations - things like 
CCTV, safety officers and stewards - 
are all up to the standard required. 

“Some people said we were over the 
top with the level we were at, but we 
had it all in place just for this type of 
occurrence.” 

Parmenter and Kinnear are “in 
conversation” about the playing staff 
for next season, with the chairman 
under no illusions about the size of 
the task ahead. 

“Clearly some strengthening of the 
squad is needed. As I said, it’s a differ¬ 
ent ball game,” said the chairman 

One game at a time, as they say. In¬ 
deed one season at a time, but you 
can’t avoid the truth that the next 
step is the Football League. Is it a step 
that Dover Athletic might one day be 
looking to take? 

“One of the things about where we 
are is that expectation levels have to 
drop,” said Parmenter. “We’re at the 
non-league pinnacle now and it will 
be a slow process of rebuilding - the 
first priority is to stay in the division, 
which is a very different place to what 
it was even five or six years ago. 

“But, yes, we want to progress and 
if we one day find ourselves in a posi¬ 
tion to do that, then we will look to 
do so.” 


Dover Athletic produced an incredible 
late-season surge to propel themselves 
into non-league football’s top division. 
David Mairs looks back... and ahead. 


T HE players’ celebrations at 
the end of Saturday’s Skrill 
South play-off final in the 
torrential rain of Stone- 
bridge Road had many 
among the massed ranks of Dover 
Athletic fans yelling for everyone to 
just get on with the trophy presenta¬ 
tion, but the cavorting, leaping and 
cheering on the pitch were evidence 
of just what the 1-0 win over Kent 
rivals Ebbsfleet United meant to the 
club from the Channel coast. 

After a 12-year absence from the 
top flight of non-league football, Dover 
knew that next season they would be 
playing in The Skrill Premier (the 
Conference, in old money). 

Nathan Elder’s 56th-minute head¬ 
er from a Ricky Modeste corner set¬ 
tled a match that in driving wind and 
rain never hit the heights of quality 
but was all about the result. 

With Dartford’s relegation from 
The Skrill Premier just weeks ago and 
Ebbsfleet’s falling at that final hurdle 
on their own patch, Dover are now 
Kent’s premier non-league side. 

Perhaps the most striking aspect of 
Dover’s triumph this season was the 
manner in which it was achieved. 
With the ‘regular’ season drawing to 
its close, their chances of making the 
play-offs seemed slender. Their oppor¬ 
tunity, many thought, had gone. 

However, Barry Cogan held his 
nerve in the dying minutes of Dover’s 
last league game of the season, at 
Hayes & Yeading, to fire home a 
match-winning penalty. The 2-1 vic¬ 
tory, allied with Havant & Waterloov- 
ille’s failure to win at already-relegated 
Tonbridge Angels, saw Dover take 
fifth spot by the skin of their teeth... or 
on goal difference, to put it another way. 

The next hurdle came in the form of 
Sutton United, the team who had fin¬ 
ished second in the table - 12 points 
ahead of Dover and most people’s fa¬ 
vourites to win through to the next level. 

What followed was extraordinary. 
The first leg of the semi-final 
got off to the worst possible 
start as Dover fell behind 
in the 30th second, 
seemingly confirming 
the worst fears of the 
majority of the 1,273 
Crabble crowd. 

A Moses Ademola 
leveller just before half¬ 
time, however, re¬ 
stored the faith and 
Dover headed into the 
second leg in south 
London suburbia with 
hope if still the tag of 
underdogs. 

How manager Chris 
Kinnear’s men turned that 
idea on its head! To call 
their 3-0 win at Gander 
Green Lane triumph over 


adversity would be to under-sell quite 
what the team achieved. 

With captain Craig Stone dismissed 
in the third minute, Dover had it all to 
do... and some. Sutton, it seemed, had 
one foot in the final. 

At the end of the match, however, 
they were shell-shocked. Two Mod¬ 
este goals and an Ademola strike had, 
quite simply, demolished them. The 
large Dover contingent in a crowd of 
1,671 celebrated wildly. Awaiting 
them in the final would be Ebbsfleet, 
whose 4-0 first-leg win over Bromley 
at Stonebridge Road had rendered 
their 1-0 reverse in the return fixture 
effectively irrelevant. 

And so we came to that Saturday 
afternoon and a clash billed by some 
as a grudge match courtesy of Steve 
Brown’s departure in May last year 
from Dover, where he had been first- 
team coach, and subsequent move to 
Ebbsfleet, where he took on the man¬ 
ager’s role and promptly signed six 
players from Dover. 

All good stuff for certain sections of 
the media, but Dover chairman Jim 
Parmenter played down any talk of 
animosity. 

“I don’t think you can have grudg¬ 
es in football,” he said. “It’s all water 
under the bridge and, as I often say, 
there’s no future in the past. There 
was a difficult situation at the time 
and we had to deal with that. There 
might have been some element of 
grudge with the fans and even with 
some of the players, but there wasn’t 
with the club as a 


whole. Yes, it can add spice, but in my 
eyes you have to look forward.” 

The matter in hand was, of course, 
reaching The Skrill Premier and 
those at Dover could have been for¬ 
given for being a little caught out by 
the magnitude of the occasion given 
the llth-hour swing in fortunes that 
had brought them there. That was 
not the case, though, said Parmenter. 
“I think there was a degree of peo¬ 
ple who took the view that our sea¬ 
son was over five or six weeks 
ago, but we didn’t see it that 
way. We don’t expect the 
worst and we don’t expect 
the best - we just keep plug¬ 
ging away.” 

The eventual ascent to 
non-league’s top tier was 
perhaps viewed by some as 
inevitable after the glorious 
romp out of the Isthmian 
League with successive pro¬ 
motions in 2007-08 and 
2008-09. Might this promo¬ 
tion have been expected sooner? 

“You have to take the circum¬ 
stances around each event,” said 
Parmenter. “We had the two pro¬ 
motions with Andy Hessenthaler 
as manager and finished second 
in our first year in Conference 
South, but it was widely known 
that Andy was heading back to 


Gillingham and we lost some mo¬ 
mentum. 

“We then had to start with a new 
manager and rebuild - sometimes it 
works, sometimes it doesn’t.” 

Perhaps what was inevitable was 
that it was Kinnear, returning to the 
club after a previous 10-year stint as 
manager from 1985-95, who would 
lead them back to that non-league 
summit. 

“I’ve worked with Chris at Margate 
as well as Dover, so we’ve known each 
other a long time,” said Parmenter. 
“We know how each other works and 
perhaps I’m used to his ways of doing 
things whereas others aren’t.” 

No one, it should be stressed, was 
taking anything for granted, but it 
was hard to escape the feeling that 
circumstance, fate, the stars, call it 
what you will, was creating an un¬ 
stoppable force from Crabble. 

A third play-off final in three sea¬ 
sons... surely this was Dover’s year. 

“You have to recognise that we had 
the best away record in non-league 
football, from The Skrill Premier all 
the way down to the Kent League. 

“We were confident after the draw 
at home to Sutton that we had a good 
chance of making it through to the 
final, although going down to 10 men 
wasn’t part of the plan.” 

Ahh, plans. Now they will have to 
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stole the show
